Leahy Note 
Pats, Slaps 
Petain 


PARIS, Aug. 1.—(7)—An I1- 
day-old letter from Adm William 
D. Leahy, President Truman’s 
chief of staff, to Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain was dramatically 
introduced by the defense today 
into the aged Vichy chief’s trial 
for treason. 

Leahy, American ambassador to 
the Vichy government in the cru- 
cial days after the fall of France, 
said Petain “often expressed the 
fervent hope that the ‘Nazi invad- 
ers would be destroyed.” But 
Leahy added that at times the 
marshal declined to oppose the Na- 

«zis during the German occupation. 

A statement attributed to for- 
mer British Prime Minister 
Churchill also was introduced by 
the defense to support the argu- 
ment that the Franco-German 
armistice benefitted both France 
and the Allies. Churchill was 
quoted as saying that the armistice 
did Britain “a good service.” 
BATTLES OF °40 REFOUGHT 

These were the highlights of the 
ninth day of Petain’s trial on 
charges of intelligence with Ger- 
many and plotting against the se- 
curity of France—a day marked 
by sharp, bitter recriminations be- 
tween the military and political 
leaders of France in 1940 and the 
jury’s lack of interest. 

As a parade of French generals, 
refought the battles of 1940 and 
testified in Petain’s defense, the 
24-man jury paid little attention. 
At one time, five jurors began 
reading newspapers, one started a 
cross-word puzzle, two were asleep 
and two more leaned back in their 
chairs staring blankly at the ceil- 
ing. 

Everyone awaited Pierre Laval, 
No. 2 man in the Vichy regime and 
described as Petain's “bad coun- 
sellor” and “evil genius.” Defense 
lawyers indicated they had con- 
ferred with Prosecutor Andre 
Mornet on the question of calling 
Laval from his new Paris prison 
cell. 

Adm. Leahy’s letter cut short a 
bitter verbal clash between former 
‘Premier Paul Reynaud, who op- 
posed the Franco-German armi- 
stice. and Gen. Maxime Weygand, 
his commander in chief in June, 
1940. 

LEAHY’S LETTER 

The letter was dated July 22. 
It read: 

“My Dear Marsha] Petain: Your 
letter dated June 10 was delivered 
to me today by a mutual acquaint- 
ancé and I learned from it of the 
sad predicament in which you find 
yourself as a result of develop- 
ments of events whith, in their 
good aspects, have brought about 
the liberation of France and the 
destruction of the barbarous Nazis. 

“You will understand that it is 
impossible for me as chief of staff

“I have no information what-

“Our first great task is the utter 
defeat of the Japanese.

U. S. Duty Awaits 80 Per Cent 


Of Airmen From European Theater 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
Eighty per cent of the officers and 
enlisted men of the Army Air 
Forces who served in the Euro- 
pean and Mediterranean theaters 
will be assigned to duty in the 
United States, it was disclosed to- 
night. 

In an address over the Mutual 
Broadcasting System network, 
Maj. Gen. Frederick L. Anderson, 
assistant chief of air staff person- 
nel, also said that men who have 
not been in combat overseas will 
be the principal source of person- 
nel for expanded operations of the 
AAF in the Pacific. 

He said the men to be returned 
to the United States represent a 
“turn-over class’’—those who have 
completed their combat assign- 
ments. The remaining 20 per cent 
+ will be sent to the Pacific to pro-

At the same time, two other 
Georgia organizations—the Geor- 
gia League of Women Voters and 
the Georgia Junior Chamber of 
Commerce—announced their sup- 
port of. the proposed constitution. 


ALLEN’S STATEMENT 


Allen’s complete statement fol- 
lows: 

“Inasmuch as I] am an an- 
nounced candidate for governor, I 
have been asked by the press of 
Georgia to state my position on the 
proposed new constitution. I am 
glad to do that. 

“After a careful consideration 
and .study of the new constitution, 
I have reached the conclusion that 
the good in it far outweighs the 
bad, that it will be for the best in- 
terests of Georgia to adopt it, and 
I therefore expect to and will vote 
for its adoption on Aug. 7. 


“This statement is made for the 
sole purpose of letting the people 
know how I stand on this impor- 
tant issue and not with any inten- 
tion of trying to dictate to any 
person how he or she should vote. 


HIS SUGGESTION 


“The people of Georgia are fully 
capable of deciding for themselves. 
However, I do feel that the pro- 
ponents of this new constitution 
should publish in detail how the 
new constitution changes the old. 
When that is done the voters will 
be able to compare the two and 
then decide for themselves which 
one they want.” ‘ | 

Allen, an Albany lawyer, for- 
merly served as state commander 
of the American Legion. 

Mrs. Louise J. Blalock, of At- 
lanta, president of the Georgia 
League of Women Voters, and 
Tom Starlin, of Columbus, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce, spoke in behalf 
of their organizations. 

The League of Women Voters, 
Mrs. Blalock said, “urges all reg- 
istered citizens to participate in 
this election.

Congress officially adjourned yester-_ 


day for a well-earned vacation. 


It has worked diligently in recent 
weeks and its record, especially in the 
field of foreign affairs, has been splendid. 


Extension of the reciprocal trade 
agreements act, passage of Bretton Woods 
legislation and ratification of the United 
Nations charter were accomplished with 
a@ maximum of speed and a minimum of 
claptrap. 


In the realm of domestic problems, 
however, congress leaves on its vacation 
with many tasks undone: 


The emphasis—as well it should—has 
been on international matters. Very lit- 
tle progress has been made on impor- 
tant homefront issues. We have concen- 
trated on winning the war and on per- 
petuating the peace once the war is won. 
We have, more or less, ignored the prob- 
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lems of reconversion for fear of distract- 
ing attention from the number one job, 


that of trouncing the Japs. 


Nevertheless, there are growing indi- 
cations that the end of the Pacific war 
may not be too long removed. And peace, 
were it to come before Oct. 8, when con- 
gress reconvenes, would find us largely 
unprepared. : 


It is, of course, too late now to do 
anything about it. As serious as the sit- 
uation could conceivably become, Wash- 
ington sources are inclined to dismiss re- 
ports that President Truman has inten- 
tions of calling a special interim session 
to consider domestic issues. 


About all we can do, at this stage of 
the game, is impress upon our home- 
coming congressmen that we expect them 
to go back to work in October with every 
determination to blueprint our reconvyer- 
sion program in the shortest possible time.

The Banks Are Looking for Loans 


Georgia’s unprecedented prosperity is 
reflected in the annual report, just re- 
leased, of State Superintendent of Banks 
John C. Beasley. 


The 251 state banks—there were 245 
last year—had assets of 651 million dollars 
at the end of the fiscal year, June 30, as 
against 503 million on the same date last 
vear. Nearly half those assets, inciden- 
tally, are in government bonds—301 mil- 
lion dollars’ worth as against 210 millioW 
at the same time a year ago. Cash on 
hand has also increased from 142 million 
dollars in 1944 to 183 million today. 


That great increase in resources is ac- 
counted for, in large measure, by demand 
deposits although both time certificates 
and savings accounts show an appreciable 
gain. The reason, in short, that our fiscal 
institutions are in such good shape is that 


Georgians have more money than ever 
before in checking and savings accounts. 


Only one aspect of the Georgia finan- 
cial picture could be better: There is 
not enough money out on loan. 


Georgia banks have only 136 million 
doHars in loans and discounts, an amount 
relatively small in comparison with de- 
posits. Bankers are anxious to make loans, 
sound ones, of course, but there is very 
little demand for money. That means that 
Georgians are wasting splendid opportu- 
nities to expand industrial facilities so 
vital to the state’s economic welfare. 


If you’ve got a good proposition, see 
your banker. You'll find him not only 
willing, but eager, to assist you. Money 
is plentiful, yes. But it is only by putting 


it to work that it does any lasting good. 


An Opportunity for Real Service 


An extensive campaign is currently 
under wavy for the recruiting of cadet 
nurses.

A U. S. Army military commission, 
sitting in judgment on 11 German civil- 
jans, sentenced seven—including two 
women—to be hanged, three to long pris- 
on terms and acquitted one, for beating 
and stoning to death six American aviators 


shot down over Germany. 


There is no fault to be found with the 
sentences, Testimony at the trial showed 
the leaders in the outrage were typical, 
brutal Nazis, while others were active 
participants in the mob murders. 


There are,‘ undoubtedly, thousands of 
German civilians equally guilty of equally 
abhorrent, or worse, crimes. 
camps are, alone, ample testimony to this. 


The horror 


It is to be hoped, in due time, all the guilty 
ones will be caught, tried and given proper 
punishment, 


Scores of high-ranking Nazis and Ger- 
man army officers, as well as officials re- 
sponsible for wholesale murder, torture 
and every conceivable atrocity now await 
trial. It is to be hoped that none such 
as Goering, Streicher, Von Ribbentrop, 
etc., shall escape the consequences of their 
guilt. 


The seven villagers of Russelsheim de- 
serve, fully, their fate, but it would be 
cruel irony if those of greater guilt, the 
instigators of Germany’s national crim- 
inality, should escape a similar doom.

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Petain and Laval 
Both Are ‘On the List 


In France 1 heard this story: 
“The representatives of the Allied Nations 
met to discuss ways and means of handling 


collaborationists. 
“The Englishman took from his dispatch case a thick volume. 
He placed it triumphantly on the table and said, ‘Here is our report.’ 
“The American took from his brief case a few sheets of paper 


. and said, ‘Il have here our suggestions.’ 


“The Russian simpiy said, ‘I have the list.’” 


Gen. Petain is on trial. Laval is in custody. 

Certainly Petain and Laval head the list of traitors in.France. 
There can be no word in behalf of Laval. There is little to be said 
for Petain. 

They are “on the list.” 

Petain. was guilty as most of France was guilty. He had ceased 
to believe, if, he ever had believed, in popular government. He 
thought of France and her people as “weak.” He thought of Ger- 
many and the Nazis as “strong.” He had admired Germany before 
war came. 

Also, he:believed Germany and the Nazis would win the war. 
He probably did try, as he has said, “to do his best for France.” 
But the France for which he was doing his collaborationist “best” 
was not the real France which today struggles to free itself from 
the clutches of the past. | 

Petain joined with the Nazis as being the “best” for France. 

But while he joined, thousands resisted... Hundreds published 
underground papers, defying the Germans. Hundreds more carried 
out sabotage. They do not forget, as Americans do hot know or 
have forgot, that Petain enforced violent laws against these people. 
Petain and Laval declared outlaws the publishers of papers which 
resisted the Germans. fPetain and Laval arrested all those who 
sabotaged the German effort. Petain and Laval sought to crush 
the Frenchmen who defied the German might. 

Had they had their way France would have fallen quietly and 
definitely in khne with the Germans. There were many Frenchmen 
who did do just that. 

That is the struggle today. Those persons, and that philosophy, 
today whines and protests they acted as they did because they, be- 
lieved it best for France. Those who struggled and who fought 
off the police of the Germans and the Vichy government say they 
acted as they did, hiding, seeing relatives and friends tortured and 
killed, because they thought it best for France. 

They won. Petain will always be guilty, no matter what the 
decree of the court. His police arrested, imprisoned, killed too 
many Frenchmen. His German-dominated courts administered 
harsh, listless justice to too many Frenchmen. He is guilty. 


Laval There is no excuse, no word, for Laval. He likely will 

say he acted as he thought “best for France.” In this 

he lies. Petain may have believed so. Laval’s whole political life 
has been mostly a lie. ® 

The French, with some of that cynicism about their government 


which exposed, but did not correct its torrupt attitudes, said of 


Laval he was the most clever of all Frenchmen. 

“So clever,” they said, “he was the only Frenchman to be sure 
his name spelled the same backwards and forwards—left to right, 
right tq, left.” 

He was, to the French, “malin”; a word for which there is no 
real translation. It implies unscrupulousness, slyness, evil with a 
lid on it. 

They said he was like a cat—always landing on his feet. He 
was from a suburb, Aubervilliers, strongly Communist. The Com- 
munists suppported him. Yet. he worked with the Germans even 
in peace.

It was he who 
sent French Jabor to Germany, sending police to round up those 
who tried to hide. Laval’s followers formed the “French Popular 
party,” a party modeled after the Nazi party lines. The Germans 
wanted speed: Laval gave it to them. 

Petain and Laval abolished all civil rights: banned all political 
parties; established labor camps for young Frenchmen, modeling 
them after the Hitler Youth camps. 

As the people ‘saw that Petain, whom they remembered from 
Verdun, had gone over to the Germans, they went to the under- 
ground. They know who is guilty.

which ordered, instructed, begged patrons not to tip the waiters. 

Said they were paid on the’‘basis of mo tips and would bé in- 
sulted if we offered such a gratuity. | 

The first night we believed those signs. And left no tip. _ 

The following night the headwaiter placed us at a table with 

a different waiter. He served us fairly well. But throughout the 
meal he stood beside us talking, talking, talking. Told us his life 
history and all about his family. And so and so in boring ac 
tone. It was a miserable experience. 
And I’ve often wonderéd whether it was a form of revenge for 
the lack of tip the night before. Anyway, we asked the waiter 
about those signs. He indicated they meant nothing. So we tipped, 
that night. And got better and quieter service jp future. & 

. s13 There is something about the giving or re- 
Sign of Servility ceiving of a tip that carries the disagreeable 
odor of servility. It seems to imply that he who receives thereby 
acknowledges his inferiority to him who gives. And tat is an un- 
pleasant implication to one who has always felt, as inevitable qual- 
ity of soul, there is no place for human: servility in any decent 
order of society. 

We have made of the noun “servant” a derogatory reflection.

Don’t think, please, that my reaction to tipping 1s merely a sign 
of Scottish thrift. It is not. It is for the recipient of tips I in- 
wardly blush, though said recipient usually feels no such emotion, 

I am not sure whether the Georgia legis- 
There Was a Law lature ever made the giving or accept- 
ance of a tip a misdemeanor. Some states did and Georgia may 
be one of them. 3 

I recall, in one state with an anti-tipping law, it was the custom, 
as you completed a meal in hotel dining room or restaurant there, 
for the waiter to inquire if he could not “sell” you a match or tooth- 
pick. And you paid for a single match or toothpick in amount de- 
cided by your own discretion. 

There are always simple ways to step around the letter of the 
law. 
Until the tip really passes out of custom, it is necessary. For 
tips afe calculated in the setting of wages for porters, waiters and 
others customarily receiving them. It would be economically un- 
fair, for instance, if all tipping of waiters or waitresses suddenly 
halted, unless their wage rates had been adjusted to make up the 
withdrawal. | 

I like the system now used for the redcaps in railroad stations.

Surrender Or 
National Suicide 


WASHINGTON.—If the Tokyo radio may be 
trusted, the Japanese government has spurned 
the Potsdam ultimatum for unconditional sur- 

render, We are told by Premier Suzuki that the fundamental policy 
of the imperial government fe continued prosécution of the war 
remains unchanged. 

_ Nonetheless, there are reasons to believe that world-shaking 
discussions are taking place behind the scenes in the Japanese cabi- 
net. The choice between unconditional surrender and the terrible 
destruction that otherwise will be visited on the Japanese home- 
ae the next 90 days is too great to be passed over so 
ightly. 

What-is taking place over Japan now is merely the prelude to 
the most horrible campaign of war devastation ever devised by 
man. The Japs know this as well as we. We have told them so 
ourselves in a manner, punctuated by bombs, they can well under- 
stand. 

The Army Air Command has just broadcast its plans for the 
all-out air attack on Japan. It is to be waged by at- least 8,000 
Army planes. 

Taking off from close-in bases on Okinawa, B-29s “very soon” 
will be carrying triple the load of bombs carried by Superfortresses 
operating from the Marianas. : ; 

From Pacific base headquarters at Guam has come assurance 
that fleets of 1,000 Superforts will shortly be available for single 
strikes against Japan. ' 

The great force of Army planes we are planning to put into the 
attack does not include the thousands of planes launched from 
naval carriers which are currently hurling devastating attacks an 
the enemy homeland. 


: What does this mean in terms of the future of 
Ninety Days Japan? It means that another 90 days will prob- 
ably see every city of consequence in the enemy islands reduced to 
a horrible shambles, railroads wrecked, its oil and steel industry 
destroyed, and its food supply decimated. 3 

In short, it will mean that 80 per cent of the country’s ability 
to wage war through its home industries will be wrecked. Japan 
will be left as a great smouldering waste of desolation and ruin. 

How do the Japs and we know this? From the lesson learned 
in Germany. 

. Japan had a trained corps of diplomats in Germany through- 
out the period of the war. It is inconceivable that they did not 
keep the Tokyo government informed on the devastating perform- 
ance of Allied air’ forces. . 

They must have seen the charts, which since have fallen into 
our hands, showing how German oil production fell from 1.344.000 
tons in March, 1944, to 99,000 tons, a mere trickle, in April, 1945. 

They must know how completely we wrecked the German trans 
portation system, so that it was not possible for the Nazi mili- 
tarists to get a single train across the Rhine at the most crucial 
stage of the war. 

They know, also, how our air power crushed German plane 
production, hdw we destroyed their munitions plants, how we 
wrecked bridges and rolling stock to the extent that German com- 
manders in the end were pleading with tears in their eyes for help 
that could never come. 

The Japanese warlords know all of this, and hence they know 
for a certainty that an even worse fate awaits Japan as soon as the 
full force of our air power is turned on them. The process of that 
deployment is now under way. 

Our commanders have revealed that it will only be a short time

over Japan in a single operation. That is far more than anything 
that was ever undertaken against Germany. And Japan offers a 
more compact target, with practically all of her principal cities 
scattered along the coastline within range of naval gunfire.

The alternative to surrender is too terrible to believe any set 
of responsible men could deliberately accept it. 

Most of the evidence, thergfore, points to an end of the Japa- 
nese struggle within the next few months. Competent observers 
who heretofore have been skeptical now are taking this view, 
because the obvious alternative is national suicide for the Japs.

Two of these recom- 
mendations can be agreed upon 
right now: namely, plant the cot- 
ton on bale-to-the-acre land; seek 
new uses for cotton and advertise 
the softness, the durability, ‘the 
washability, the coolness, stylish- 
ness and complete comfort of the 
cotton fabric.
